Federal court 
attempt to block 
execution fails

BOISE — U.S. District Judge Edward 
Lodge on Wednesday refused to slop next 
week’s scheduled execution of Keith Eu- 
gene Wells so attorneys could file federal 
court appeals for him. 

In an order filed Wcdne.sday, Lodge re- 
jected a request from Boise attorney David 
Nevin to be appointed Wells’ attorney, and 
to. give the attorney a conference with the 
DeaiTi Row inmate in a "confidential set- 
ting" so Nevin could advise him of his 
rights. 

Lodge said there’s no indication that 
Wells is unaware of his rights. People have 
an absolute right to waive appeals in capi- 
tal cases, the judge said, if the person is 
competent to make such decisions. 

That competency decision already has 
been made by stole courts and he will nol 
disturb it. Lodge said. 

Wells, 31. has admitted killing two peo- 
ple in a Boise tavern robbery in 1990. In 
February, he asked the courts to drop all 
appeals. He is scheduled to be executed 
-just-after-midnight-Janr6r!rTvonid-benhc“ 
state’s first execution in more than 36 
years.' • 

“Since Wells has, in the months since he 
first asked the state district court to dismiss 
his appeal, consistently remained in that 
position and ha.s nol wave (v(j in 
to dismiss, there does not appear to be any 
jurisdictional basis upon which this court 
can legiiimatuly inicrvune in this matter," 
Lodge .said. 

The ruling clears the way for Nevin or 
other attorneys to file similar actions with 
the U.S. 9ih Circuit Court of Apt^-’nlti or 
the U.S. Supreme Court. 

But Lynn Tliomas, Idaho solicitor gener-' 
nl, anticipated the move and has pre-filed 
briefs with die Supreme Court. 

Tltomns said if there's another attempt to 
intervene, the Supreme Court cun issue an 
immediate ruling based on his briefs, "even 
up to the last minute."

ROCHESTER, N.Y.-^ — Two men were 
arrested Wednesday on federal charges in 
connection wiih-a wave of bothbings that 
targeted a family and killed five people 
across upstate New York. 

Michael Stevens and Earl Figicy could 
face the death penalty if convicted of trans- 
porting across state lines the explosives 
used'in the slayings of iwo victims in 
Rochester, Moncoc County District Attor- 


ney Howard Rclin said. 

Stevens, 51, of Rochester, and Figicy. 
56, of Farmington, were ahuigned Wednes- 
day in U.S. District Court in Rochester. 
Farmington is 25 miles southeast of 
Rochester. 

No pleas were entered; both were or- 
dered held without boil by U.S. Magistrate 
Kenneth Fisher. 

At the request of Stevens. Figicy ollcgcd- 
ly purchased .55 pounds of dynomitc — 
about 194 sticks — and 50 blasting caps 


from the Kentucky Powder Co, in Mount 
Vernon, Ky., in June using a Vcnnoni driv- 
er's license with an alios. He paid $223.17 
for the purchase. 

Figicy told police he brought the explo- 
sives to Stevens in Rochester and that both 
men "worked together to create with the 
same dynamite .several explosive bombs," 
according to the criminal complaint. 

On Sept. 22, authorities recovered 112 
sticks of dynamite purchased by Figley that 
had been abandoned at o home in Irondc-

FDA releases final rules for vitamins, supplements 


WASHINGTON (AP) — - Bc^niog this 
summer, dietary supplements can’t claim 
they prevent cancer or alleviate AIDS, 
thwart hair loss or promote virility unless 
they can prove it. 

The Food and Drug Administration 
-rcleascd—new— labeling—rcgulallons" 
Wednesday that will force dietary supple- 
ments to live up to the same standards as 
foods. 

The rules won’t take any supplements off 
the shelve s the FDA stres^. But they will 
require pnor ap^Jidval for bealth'dalms on~ 
supplement bottles, in catalogs or implied 
by a product’s catchy name. 

''Consumers should have access to dietary 
supplements that are tiuthhilly labeled and 
marketed,” said FDA Commissioner David 
Kessler. “These rules enable the public to 
make informed choices.” 

Also Wednesday, the FDA allowed prod- 


ucts containing folic odd to say it prevents 
common birth defects when taken in the 
first weeks of pregnancy. 

“Opportunities for mass prevention of 
serious and common birth defects eunie 
along only once in a generation,” said Dr. 
Richard' B.'JohnstflirJr.' of. the March'of' 
Difnes, which praised the decision.

Separated twin defies odds, reaches 6-month birthday

From her first breath, the odds 
were, stacked against Angela 
Lakeberg. 

She was a Siamese twid. She 
shared a malformed heart with her 
sister. And a rare, risky operation

Yet Wednesday, Angela marked a 
milestone, turning 6 months old — 
far too young to know she has 
rewritten medical history and defied 
predictions that she stood only a 1 
percent chance of making it through 
surgery. She remains in intensive 
care in a Philadelphia hospital, 
breathing with a respirator, but she 
is growing, her heart b working well 
and doctors arc hopeful about her 
future. 

“Amazing? I don't know that defi- 
nition,” said Dr. Russell Raphaely, 
director of critical care at Children's 
Hospital of Philadelphia. “This is 
unusual.'It’s an 'extraordinary chal- ' 
lenge we’ve been able to meet at the 
moment. She<has been able to cope. 
We’re pleased fit that."

The longest 
any such baby had survived until 
now was three months, said Sarah 
Jarvi.s, a spoke.swoman. 

Angela was separated from her 
sister, Amy, in a 5K-hour operation 
on Aug. 20.

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Police dread enforcement 
of Brady gun control bill

Police chiefs and county sheriffs 
across the country arc dreading the 
Feb. 28 implementation of the Brady 
bill;- the- new federal, law jnandaiing 
a five-day wait and background 
check on every person who wants to 
buy a handgun. 

Smaller departments worry about 
cascading paperwork; others fear 
that gaps m computer networks may 
miss some felons or deny guns to 
legal purchasers. 

Still others have questions; How 
do you check for mental problems 
when records arc scaled? How do 
you determine habitual drug use? 

"This could be a logistical night- 
mare," said Bobby Jones, police 
chief in Great Falls, Mont. 

T^c frustration is typified by state 
police in Arkansas, where a comput- 
er system needed to check prospec- 
tive gun buyers’ backgrounds won’t 
be ready when the Brady bill takes 
effect, 

Until it is, officers will have to 
pore through mountains of individ- 
ual Files. 

"It is going to be very difficult for 
us to meet the five-day waiting peri- 
od. In fact, I don’t sec how we're 
goang to do it," said Col. Tommy 
Goodwin, director of state police in 
Little Rock. 

But federal officials say local 
departments need to take the long 
view. Yes, they agree, enforcement 
will vary among jurisdictions. Some 
people who should not buy guns will 
initially slip through the cracks. But 
down the road, the $200 million a 
year the bill provides to update state 
and national criminal databases will 
make for a better system. 

"What will be considered a rea- 
sonable search will become much 
more complete. in five.years than it. 
will on Feb. 28,” said Jack Killorin, 
a spokesman with the Bureau of 


Alcohol. Tobacco and Firearms. 
"Year by year, ihc quality and real 
lime of the records will get better 
and belter." 

.President Clinton signed the long- 
debated handgun control bill into 
law last month. It requires local 
police agencies to perform “reason- 
able" background checks of state, 
local and national .records within 
five business days to determine if 
people seeking to buy handguns are 
eligible.

In several states, criminal records 
arc' not yet computerized. Ohio has 
only a third of its criminal histories 
in a statewide computer system.

Nevada officials have a different 
concern: While their statewide sys- 
tem records all arrests, it docs not' 
always include final adjudication. 
As a result, someone accused of a 
crime but accjuiitcd on all charges 
could be dented the legal right to 
buy a gun. 

And even where new computers 
are on order or existing systems are 
being upgraded to fulfill Brady 
demands, officials know many 
information systems arc incompati- 
ble, sometimes within the same 
state. 

Tulsa County Sheriff S.tanley 
Glanz .says Oklahoma has tWo rela- 
tively new computer systems, but it 
will be “very difficult and very 
expensive" to link them. 

"All these agencies have devel- 
oped their own computer systems, 
and they don't have a common data 
dictionary,” he said. "Someone may 
call a guy a 'while male' and I may 
call him a 'Caucasian male.’" 

Even with all these worries, crimi- 
nal records are generally available in 
one form or another. 

That is not the case wijh mental 
capacity, juvenile convictions, drug 
or alcohol use and immigration sta- 
tus. Such factors arc close to impos- 
sible to come by. 

Bob Maizkc, police chief in 
Bismarck, N.D., expressed frustra- 
tion over the Brady requirement to 
check a potential gun buyer's mental 
condition.

Better late than never 
for E911 questions 


Twin Fails city and county officials 
arc asking some good questions about 
the regional E911 project. Too bad 
they’re asking so late. 

E9 1 1 is a plan for “enhanced” 9 1 1 
emergency service. It would employ 
computers to zero in on callers’ loca- 
tions, so that dispatchers could send 
help promptly and precisely. It’s a great 
idea. 

But city officials arc questioning the 
legality of recent contract negotiations 
for dispatch center construction. Offi- 
cials also arc suggesting that Twin Falls 
County residents might be better served 
by pulling out of the four-county project 
and. going solo. 

Good questions, but slow in coming. 

Twin Fails County is by far the most 
populous of the four countfes involved. 
(The others are Lincoln, Jerome and 
Gooding.) It will supply the lion’s share 
.of the E9I I system’s revenue, and it 
will use the lion’s share of the services. 

So Twin Falls authorities should have 
taken the lead three years ago, when the 
E9 1 1 project began. 

Instead, they allowed themselves to 
be straitjacket^ into a petty and coun- 
terproductive rule, requiring the E911 
center to be located north of the Snake 
River. 

That rule is a tragic tribute to 
parochialism, and residents of all four 
counties will pay for it. Instead of using 
one of several available buildings in 
Twin Falls, the E911 agency plans to 
spend nearly SI million to build one in 
Jerofne County. 


Meanwhile, a legal challenge by the 
Lincoln County sheriff could kill, the 
whole project. Sheriff Steve Southwick 
contends his county’s commissioners 
had no right to contract for dispatching 
services. ' 

Also meanwhile, you continue paying 
a SI monthly surcharge on your phone 
bill, for a service you’re not receiving. 

What’s past can^t be changed. Offi- 
cials must focus on the key questions 
for tlic future: 

• Can the contract process withstand 
a legal challenge? 

• Is the E91 1 project finally on track 
toward completion, or is it derailing? 

• Starting now, would Twin Falls be 
better off abandoning the regional pro- 
ject and creating a single-county sys- 
tem? 

• Considering the E91 1 organiza- 
tion’s record of stumbles andifumbics, 
should any of the four counties uust it to 
manage emergency dispatching, when 
lives arc on the line? (“Yes, ma’am, the 
ambulance will be there in 3K- years.”) 

We don’t have the expertise- to answer 
these questions. But city and county of- 
ficials should find the answers, and 
soon. 

If Twin Falls does pull out, the action 
probably will be viewed as a blow to the 
Magic Valley’s hopes for regional coop- 
eration. The truth, however, is that re- 
gional cooperation on this project was 
sabotaged when north-side officials in- 
sisted on the discriminatory siting rulc^;' 

If the regional E91 1 project collapses, 
that will be the biggest reason.

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Government is forcing

"Over and over 1 have found women who 
had iibortions and many years later recovered 
from tlic rape or incest, but have not recovered 
from the abortion," Mrs. Makimaa tells me. 
‘‘Tliey .see tliem.selvcs not only as a victim of 
assault, but a viclimizcr,” 

Mrs. Makimaa notes that while rope is usual- 
ly a single act and that it can be used os an ex- 
cuse for abortion when no rape occurred, incest 
,is often carried out over a number of years. 
“Mostyoungprisare forced into abortion by — 
the person who is Uying to hide his role os a 
victimizer," she says. "Their No. 1 problem - 
and that of the rape victim, loo - is not the 
pregnancy iLscIf, but dealing with people 
around them, many of whom cocrcc them into 
having abortions against their will."

George Norris Green’s book, vThe 
Biablishmcnt in Texas Politics,'' says 
j| was Sellers “who ended hjs cam- 
p,iign speeches by dramatically re- 
questing (he ladies to leave. Then he 
- donned white gloves to protect hi.s 
hands from the 'filthy' volume and 
read ‘obscene’ pa.ssag^s from it.” 

Green also makes it clear (hat Jester 
exploited the issue - but more 
shrewdly. “He (Jester) carelessly 
wrote one of his columnist friends on 
March 7 that he wxs going to ‘allow' 
the Univeraity of Texas to ‘keep iu 
dignity' for a while; then he planned 
10 excoriate 'U.S.A.' and academic 
freedom at the proper time. He was 
delighted that John Lee Smith was pi- 
oneering the attacks on 'U.S.A.' and 
acquainting the clergy with the ‘wild 
passages.' He added, ‘It may save us 
a lot of unsavory trouble.' Jester look 
the high road of moderation, delaying 
his .slashing onslaught until May 26.” 
Jester and Rain made the Demo- 
cratic primary runoff and during that 
summer, when I visited the state. 

Jester wo.s doing a pretty good job of i 
his own in keeping the issue alive. 

Bet you’re ^ad to have that 
straightened out. 

Finally, I was delighted to leam 
from Alfred B. Wright of Buffalo that 
The Buffalo News ran the same col- 
umn of mine (on racial gerrymander- . 
ing) on successive days last July - 
with very different headlines. ‘'The 
dear reader,” Wright wrote sarcasti- 
cally, “can only a.s.sumc that the News 
was so enamored of the intellectual 
gymnastics of Broder (hat it felt his 
column warranted instant replay.”

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Lawyers irate at IRS crackdown on cash-paying customers 


DETROIT (AP) — The IRS is targeting 
lawyers who fail to report the sources of 
large cash payments from clients. Defense 
attorneys say this violates client-lawyer 
privilege. 

And it leaves those who paid cash vulner- 
able to investigation, the lawyers said. 
That’s the point, according to the IRS. 

The Internal Revenue Service defends the 
' crackdown, begun this month using its 
national cash-tracking computers in Detroit, 
as part of its cffortjo find drug dealers and 
other criminals who pay c:tsh to hide illegal 
activities.

National Association of Criminal Defense 


Lawyers plan to meet next month with 
Justice Department o^fficials to air their 
grievances. 

■ Meanwhile, the IRS says it is only holding 
lawyers to a 19S4 federal law requiring busi- 
ncs.scs to reveal sources of cash payments 
overSlO.OOO. 

Violators risk fines of $25,000 to 
$100,000 for each failure to report the cash 
source. 

An IRS survey found that about half the 
time, lawyers omit the sources, accordine to 
Sarah Wreford, an IRS spokeswoman. 

"In the past, we’ve been very lenient 
about imposing the penalty,” Wreford said 
- in an intcryjew this week. 

Besides, before the cracfdowlirthT'agchcy' 


warned lawyers what was coming. “We sent 
letters to attorneys across the country,” she 
said. "We tried to let them know we were 
going to come in and be serious about 
enforcement." 

Only criminals need fear the cash report- 
ing law, she said. 

"If the money's not from an illegal source, 
you have nothing to worry about," Wreford 
said. "I have very little sympathy for attor- 
neys who are worrying about this.” 

Defense attorneys say they don't mind 
reporting the payments. What ihey balk at is 
possibly jeopardizing the traditional privacy 
of the lawyer and client relationship, in par- 
ticular since it could turn the IRS on to those 
clicntmamedr~ — 


“The IRS is trying to make ethical lawyers- 
into stool pigeons in the employment of the 
federal government," said John H. Hingson 
111, a lawyer in Oregon City,. Ore., and presi- 
dent of the Washington, D.'C.-based 
National Association of Criminal Defense 
Lawyers. 

He also pointed out that the lawyers' ethic 
of confidentiality is bultrc.s.scd by the offi- 
cial codes of many stale bar' associations that 
have the power to disbar unethical members. 

"Thr IRS action pJaccs the criminal, 
defense lawyer in a^o-win situation — 
comply with the IRS and face professional 
discipline or. obey the commands of the 
codes of professional responsibility and face 
•a$25-.000 fine,— hesaid.- -l

be relatively small. 

In 1992, the IRS received some 142,000 
completed Form 8300s that report cash busi- 
ness payments of $10,000 or more. The • 
agency was unable to say how many lawyers 
filled them out, but the National Bar Journal 
reported there were 1,242.

Coupon book 
to good to be true 

OGDEN, Utah (AP) — ^ booklet containing 
$2,000 worth of coupons for food and services for 
Just $39.95 turned out to be a deal too good to be 
true. 

The "Shopper’s Guide” coupon books were mar- 
keted by a now-defunct Iowa company and a myste- 
rious distributor, neither of which were licen^d to do 
business in Utah when (he books were sold to north- 
ern Utahns. 

Phone numbers for both firms have been discon- 
nected in Ogden, Iowa and California. 

" Siaie'consumer investigators now conclude the 
'parties that sold the book have abandoned their boil- 
' er-room telemarketing operations in Utah and left the 
state. 

“There were deceptive' claims made to both the 

the book," said Rob Meier, an investigator for the 
state'Division of Consumer Protection, who has been 
checking out complaints from both buyers and mer- 
chants. 

' The coupon sales campaign began last spring when 
KVEZ Radio in Logan, an FM rock station that calls' 
Itsdlf “Z-104,” was contacted by Magnum 
Communications of Des Moines, Iowa. 

It’s standard operating procedure, said Meier, for 
out-cf-state coupon marketers to obtain a local spon- 
sor such as a radio station it can avoid certain stale 
requirements. 

“We’ve deoil with this group for years,” said for- 
mer station owner Dan Gerard, who says he sold the 
station last month, “and weVe never had a problem 
before. 

“It’s good exposure,” he added. “It doesn't cost us 
anything, and it’s a great way to gdt your call letters 
ouLall over the place.” 

With an agreement with KVEZ in place. Magnum 
began recruiting merchants in June and July, appar- 
ently working through a firm that calls itself Sears 
Marketing. The company is not United in any way to 
Sears Roebuck.

chants limits the firm’s role to that of an “advertiser’ 
and is signed by a “J. Scars.” ^ 

Tlic operation was that of a typical telemarketing 
“boiler room,” where a business obtains a location 
and sells (he coupon books over a bank of tele- 
phones. A Sears-Magnum runner would go to the 
buyer’s home immediately to deliver the book and-l 
pick up money. •“ 

Records maintained by the Iowa Secretary of 
State’s office, however, indicate Magnum was 
administratively dissolved in October after filing arti- 
cles of corporate dissolution. In addition, the compa- 
ny’s registered agent resigned last May and there is 
no longer a Des Molrics phone number for Magnum. 

• In UtahrStatc-Omsion-of-Business-RegulatioiH- 
records indicated Kfoghum had been "registered at one ' 
lime as a foreign co^ioraiion. But the company’s cer- 
tificate to do business in the Beehive State was 
revoked in June because it had failed to file the prop- 
er reports.

Suspects held on 
shoplifting charges 

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — A pair suspected in a 
cross-country shoplifting spree had a method so 
effective (hey were capable Of stealing a million 
dollars worth of goods a year, an Oklahoma investi- 
gator said Wednesday. 

Starla Dawn Ownbey, 27, and Jimmy Don 
Thornton, 44, were being held without bail after 
their arrests here Monday by a store security consul- 
tant who became suspicious when they tried to 
return two shavers with no receipts or identification. 

Ownbey and Starling hod been profiled in a Dec; 
21 episode of the television show "America’s Most 
Wanted.” The security consultant, an off-duty Salt 
Lake County sheriff's deputy, recognized them 
fiom the show. 

The pair were wanted by the Pittsburg County 
\ DislricfC ou rf i n M cAlcstc^^Qk^8?rfo^^failuTC•^o^ 
appear on racketeering charges, said Tommy 
Graham, an inspector with the Oklahoma Stale 
Bureau of Investigation. 

Ownbey is Thornton’s sisicr-in-law, he said. 
Thornton's wife and five children, including a 
month-old infant, 'were traveling with the pair and' 
all apparently were staying in motels, Graham said. 

In 1989, TTionlton and Ownbey were Convicted of 
engaging in organized criminal activity in Texas for 
the same kind of shoplifting. They were placed on 
probation but absconded, (hen were arrested in April 
1992 in Oklahoma on felony charges of racketeer- 
ing related to (he shoplifting operation, Graham 
said. 

Thornton’s wife, Brenda Denice Thornton, also 
had been charged in*l992 but was not being sought 
because she had appeared in court, he said. 

Graham said Ownbey and Thornton speciaiizedin 
small, high-ticket' items such as rechargeable razors, 
fishing reels, Nintendo game cartridges and sports 
ca^s. The goods then would be relumed elsewhere 
for cash. 

_ "They have a system that really reduces their risk 
^f gelling caught," Graham said. “Their system is so 
down, and so good, (hot it would be difficult to 


catch (hem in a store. 

“We did it here because we knew what (bey were 
doing. We followed them in Texas and Oklahoma, 
from store to store, and sent people in to watch and 
videotape them," he said. 

Graham would not describe their method. He said 
that while he wasl' reluctant to speculate on how 
much money they made, Ownsbey and Thornton 
were able to steal from $1,(K)0 to $3,000 worth of 
merchandise in 45 minutes. 

"They can hit seven or eight stores a day.” he 
said. “Depending on how hard they want to work, 
and how well they can sell the merchandise, they 
could easily steal a million a year.”

The Landers paragraph most readers never saw

Over the years, Ann Landers’ 
readers have read the columnist’s 
views otY such thorny topics as 
domestic violence, alcoholi.sm and 
birth control. 

But what they didn’t read was 
Landers' final comment in a recent 
column on the right to die. The para- 
graph, jeemed too controversial by 
her syndicate, was cut. 

In a column released in mid- 
November. Landers concluded by 
writing that “We don’t let our pets 
suffer when the prognosis is hope- 
less. Does it make sense to treat ani- 
mals more eompn.ssionately than we 
treat our loved ones?”' 

The column, with that paragraph, 
was sent to the 1.200-pIus new.spa- 
purs lhat subscribe to Landers' col- 
umn. but the transmission was 
promptly followed by instructions 
from Creators Syndicate Inc. of Los 
Angeles, which distributes the col- 
umn, to delete Ihe final paragraph.

Landers said she believes tbul' 
"when life becomes ^rthless, use- 
less, unbearable, excruciatingly 
painful, I think every person has the 
right to make that decision. TItis is 
the most personal decision that a 
human can make." 


Luriders estimates that about 70 
percent of her readers share her 
view on the right-to-dic i.ssue. She 
said the 30 percent who oppose an 
individual making a decision to end 
his or her life arc nearly all from 
what she terms the "religious right." 

"The religious right’s view is that , 
God decides, that you have no right, 
that to kill yourself is an act against. 
God,” she said, "I say God is merci- 
ful, God is good, God docs not want 
us to go weeks, maybe months, suf- 
fering unbearable pain." 

She characterized the recent sui- 
cide by an Illinois doctor at Ihe 
apartnlcnt of Dr. Jack Kevorkian in 
Royal Oak, Mich., as "hefoic." 

Dr. Ali-Khalili, who was suffering 
from bone cancer, was a rchnbilitu- 
tive medicarspecialist associated 
with thc'Rchnbllitaiion Institute of 
Chicago, where Linders serves on 
the board. She said that support 
among other physicians for what 
Khalili did-wns "tremendous. He 
was in tremendous pain and his life 
was not worth living.” 


She said she believed that what 
Khalili did "was an effort to bring 
attention to the validity of this act." 

As recently as^fivc years ago, 
Landers said tjtat she received 
almost no mail ^ the r ight-to-die 
issue, but now shlTsayrxhc is inun- 
dated with it. She received so much 
on a recent column lhat she devoted ■ 
two days to publishing reader 
rc.sponscs, 

Tliere was full support of Landers 
from an Amarillo, Texas, reader 
who' wrote that "it is ludicrous to 
prolong a life that benefits only the 
hculth-carc providers who suck 
money out of everyone they get 
their hands on. I refuse to spend 
years drooling in a nursing home, .. 
bankrupting my family." 

And there was condemnation of 
heras-well, from a person in Great t- 
Bend, Kan., who wrote that "there is 
a real heaven and a real hell. I 
would not want it on my con- 
science, Ann, to give advice that . 
would condemn a person to an eter- 
nity in hell."

EPA quashes Boise emission test plan 

BOISE — Ada County’s proposal to free residents 
from the hassle of getting their car emissions tested 
each year was set back by the federal government. 

The Environmental Protection Agency on Tuesday 
disagreed with the county Air Quality Board's pro- 
posal to replace its emissions test program with vans 
that use computerized lasers to identify polluters.

European nations.

MOSCOW (AP) -r In another major conces- 
sion to the military, the government of President 
Boris Yeltsin has scrapped plans to reduce the 
size of the Russian army by nearly half, Defense 
Minister Pavel Grachev said Wednesday. 

“We aren’t going to make sharp cuts, we aren’t 
going to hurry,” said Grachev, whose troops have 
been demoralized by the chaos and cutbacks that 
followed the collapse of the Soviet Union. 

Yeltsin has repeated^ showed his gratitude to 
the army-for coming' to his defense — albeit 
reluctantly — and helping him to defeat his hard- 
line opponents in parliament on Oct. 4. 

Since October, he ha.s' raised soldiers’ salaries 
and pensions, exempted them from income taxes, 
paid high-profile visits to military bases and 
scaled back plans for converting factories from 
defense to civilian pro'duction. 

He also quickly pushed through a military doc- 
trine, a document long sought by Russian military 
commanders to define the army’s role in post 
Soviet Russia.' 

Still, rank-and-file soldiers apparently haven’t 
been very impressed by the high-level lobbying 
for their loyalty. 

Russian media have reported that servicemen 


overwhelmingly supported the party led by ultra- 
nationalist Vladimir Zhirinovsky in (he Dec. 12 
parliamentary elections. 

“Yeltsin realizes that his positions are eroded 
and he might need the support of the army," said 
Andrei Kortunov, an analyst with Russia’s 
Institute of USA and Canada. 

Grachev’s comments “clearly indicate that the 
military reform will go more slowly than it had 
been anticipated," Kortunov said. 

The army, which had about 4 million soldiers 
at the height of the Cold War, has shrunk to 2.3 
million servicemen today and will be cut to 2.1 
million by the end of 1994, Grpehev said. 

Yeltsin and Grachev had previously said Russia 
should have an army of l.S million soldiers by 
2000. 

But Grachev on Wednesday blamed the former 
parliament for that now-discarded idea. 

“The old parliament hastily approved a law,, 
which envisaged cutting the army down to 1 per- 
cent (of Russia’s population uf 149 million), ... 
but an army of 1.5 million Isn’t enough for this 
huge country," he said. 

Kortunov said he believed Yeltsin’s recent 
overtures to the military have been aimed at 


shoring up support, rather than paying it back for 
help in October. - . _I 

“To Slate that the military supported Yeltsin ip. 
October is .something of an overstatement^" he 
said. “Yeltsin found it very difficult to mobilize 
even 1,000 soldiers to execute the mission. 

"You shouldn’t discard the fact that a lot of the 
fhilitary voted for Zhirinovsky in the laslVlcc- 
lions,” Kortunov addpd. “It showed their loVally 
is in question." \ 

In his news confeftnee, Grachev disputed the 
reports about soldiers’ support of Zhirinovsky. \ 
“The army only wants stability and conlinuai-,^ 
tion of reforms," he said. 

Grachev indicated the army has more items on its 
year-end wish list. He said the current military bud- 
get covered only one-third of its needs, and com- 
plained about the continuing lack of housing for ser- 
vicemen and their families. Grachev also said the 
army plans to create a rapid deployment-force. 

The mobile forces will consist of the Instant 
Deployment Force, mainly paratroopers, ready 
for action within four to 10 hours, and the Rapid 
Deployment Force of two motorized infantry 
divisions and six brigades ready for combat with-

The difference between birth and death rales reached a low of 

107.000 in 1993. The number of births has bcen'dcclining fqr the last 
10 years, from 721,000 to 496,000 this year, according to the Main 
Statistic^ Office’s report. 

Office director Lucyna Nowak attributed the drop to deteriorating 
living standards accompanying the transition to capitalism in the 
nation of 38.5 million. '

CAIRO, Egypt (AP) — Israeli 
and Palestinian negotiators 
announced progress Wednesday on 
major issues delaying Israel's with- 
drawal from the Gaza Strip and 
Jericho.

Both Peres and Abbas said details 
on other “principal issues” were yet 
to be worked out, but promised that 
subcommittees would keep working 
on them.

’Hie large rise in import volume is 
truly remarkable. For one thing, 
Japan is in the midst of a sserious 
economic Slump, which initially 
caused imports to fall, os they nor- 
mally do during a recession. But as 
the chart shows, the impact of the 
change in the yen's value caused 
imports to start to rise months ago. 

The earlier drop in impoftswas 
-part of what -Bentsen fast talking 
about: If the Japanese government 
follows through on early promises 
to stimulate domestic demand, it 
could help lift that economy out of 
recession and incidentally increase 
' the demand for imports. 

But the rise in the yaluc of the 
yen has cut the cost of some foreign 
.goods so much that Japanese buyers 
. are snapping them up in preference 
' to gooes produced at home. Mean- 
while, Japanese firms have encour- 
aged this process by shifting pro- 
duction to lowcf-cosl factories they 
own in other countries. As the yen's

These changes have been so large 


that Japan's trade surplus has fallen 
15.7 percent from its peak last 
February to last month. 

Calculated as a three-month mov- 
ing average, the monthly surplus 
peaked at 1.21 irillion yen ^ about 
SI i billion at current exchange 
rates. Last month, the figure was 
1.02 trillion yen. 

As dramatic as the change has 
been, it has gone almost unnoticed 
Because of the practice of express- 
ing the value of Japanese imports 
and exports — and the resulting 
trade balance — in terms of U.S. 
dollars rather than yen. 

As the value of the dollar has 
dropped relative to the yen. the size 
of the apparent trade surplus has 
been magnified simply by the shift 
in the values of the two curKncics. 

From a level of about I4(N6 the 
dollar early in 1991, the yen gradu- 
ally rose so that by early this year it 
took only 125 to buy a dollar. 

Then in February the Japanese 
currency began to strengthen rapid- 
ly, reaching about 105 in lat^ sum- 
mer, with one week in^hich it 
reached 101. 

Over the past three months, how- 
ever, it has weakened somcsvhal and 
recently it took 1 10.35 yen to buy a 
dollar.

Reloading is a lifesaver for (he avid 
shooter, but reloading is a time consum- 
ing process. Every minute spent at the 
bench is one minute lost in the field or at . 
the range. There arc, however, some sim- 
ple techniques and procedures which can 
reduce the time spent reloading and actu- 
ally improve the quality of the ammuni- 
tion. ■

Alt phases of reloading arc made easi- 
er with fewer malfunctions when all 
components and equipment arc clean and 
in good working condition. Start with 
denned eases which will improve the 
quality of the final product. Make sure 
that the dies arc also free of dirt and 
grime. The press should be properly 
maintained to allow it to work properly 
and with the least amount of cfTort. 

Setting up a press and powder measure 
to reload a particular caliber and lood can 
be very time consuming if the rcloadcr 
has to start from scratch each time a load 
is duplicated. The following can cut 
down on set up time. 

• Mark settings on the powder mea- 
sure for each powder/weight combination 
used. Permanent felt-tip pens make pre- 
cise marks and different colors can be 
used for dilTcrcnt sctting.s. Use the mark 
to approximate the setting next lime the 
same powdcr/wcighi combination is 
used. 

• Dies cun also be marked to facilitate 
'Set up. A murk on the threads of the die 

and the locking ring allows the pistol 
reloudcr to duplicate a crimp setting 
quickly and accurately. Scaling depths 
for various bullets cun likewise be 
marked and recorded for future use. 

The actual loading process requires the 
reloudcr to handle the eases several 
times. Improved efficiency saves time 
without sacrificing quality. Here arc 
some suggestions. 

• -Place the, ..components in large 
enough containers so that they can be 
easily picked up. Plastic bins work well 
and are . availdbrc in various sizes. 
Some can even be mounted on the 
front edge of the loading bench beside 
the press. 

• Loading blocks make charging the 
eases with powder easy. Try to have 
enough blocks to hold all the eases to be 
reloaded. Buy or make blocks which al- 
low you ample room to grasp the cases. 
The holes in the blocks should not be too 
close together or too deep.^ 

• When charges have tO'Tjc individual- 
ly weighted, a powder trickier can save 
many frustrating moments. 

• When finished charging the .eases, 
leave the powder set up until the bul- 
lets have been seated. Then if you spill a 
case in handling, it will be easy to refill 
it. 

- Pass all the eases Uirough each step 
before going to die next step. Your ef- 
ficiency will improve by not moving 
back and forth between steps. 

• When operating the press, lower the 
nun only the distance required for the 
ca.se to be easily removed from or.placcd 
in the shell holder. This will not only 
save time but also your arm. 

The most time consuming of all mo- 
tions in the reloading process is the plac- 
ing of eases in the shell holder and re- 
moving them aficr each individual step is 
performed. With pistol eases this can 

rnc.-i fi t i p 10 i h a. pr art^ 

'A simple technique can be used to reduce 
'^hc time required to process eases. 

It works ns follows. 

• Place a ease in the shell holder and 
resize the ease. While the right hand 
is operating iKc'press, pick up another 
ease with the thumb and index finger 
of the Icfi hand. As the ease clears the 
die, slop the ram and grasp the resized 
ease between the index and middle fin- 
gers of the left hand. (At this point you 
will have ah unsized ease and a resized 
case in you left hand.) Place the unsized 
ease in the Shell holder. While resizing 
the second ease, drop the resized ease in 
a second bin and grasp the next ease be- 
tween the thumb and index finger and re- 
peal the process. With a little practice 
the ram'will never have to stop as you in- 
sert and remove eases. 

With practice and planning the reload- 
cr can produce quality loads at n surpris- 
ingly high rate. As with all reloading 
prdccdurc.S| safety first.

Black powder hunters find 
success in Panhandle

TWIN FALLS — The hunter touches 
off the shot which hopefully is followed 
by a loud boom and a cloud of smoke. 
Lute season “smokepoling" by the muz- 
zlcloadcr hunter is a. challenging, some- 
times frustrating experience. 

A recent muzzicloader elk hunt in the 
heavy timber of north Idaho was accom- 
puhied by the usual assortmenl-of weath- 
er that can raise havoc with the front- 
loading rifles. - 

We had 50-milcs-pcr-hour winds along 
with rain, hail, sleet and finally snow in a 
six-hour period. 

After we had field dressed the two elk 
bagged in our party of three and packed 
them to the vehicle,, the jun finally 
showed its face fof about IS.minutcs. 

This hunt was preceded by consider- 
able preparation for th<! expected hunting 
conditions and demands on muzzlcload- 
cr. 

A load was selected that was both ac- 
curate and hud sufilcicnt muzzle energy 
to down an elk. 

The muzzicloader Is' basically cfTcctivc 
to about 125 yards. After <Hat range is 
reached, the bullet loses rhuch of its en- 
ergy and drops rapidly. 

The muzzicloader hunter in Idaho has 







Mu 2 leloaders on a recent trip lay- 
ered their clothing for maximum 
warmth and convenience, 
a wide selection of bullet types allowed 
by .law for hunting. Tlicse range from the 
traditional round ball and patch to coni- 
cal bullets and the jacketed pistol and ri- 
He bullets enclosed in a sabot (a plastic 
sleeve that drops away from the bullet 
after it leaves the muzzle). 


The conical and Jacketed bullets arc 
more eftective on large animals like elk 
and a hunter should work up his powder' 
charge to as heavy a load as he cun de- 
velop and still maintain accuracy. 

Black powder rifles tend to be fu.ssy 
about what loads are accurate and it is 
mandatory that the shooter practice load- 
ing and sighling-in his gun prior to the 
hunt. 

I sight my bullets to hit 2 inches high 
ul SO yards which puts them dead on at 
100 yards and about. 3 inches low at 125 
yards. 

If 1 can keep three shots in a 3-4 inch 
group ar lOO yards, Uiat is acceptable ac- 
curacy for elk hunting. 

The muzzicloader needs to be cleaned 
regularly after shooting to prevent rust 
and maintain accuracy. This is usually 
done by swabbing hot, soapy water 
through the barrel, followed by boiling 
water. Tlic barrel is then greased to pre- 
vent rust. 

When the hunter readies his rifle for 
the hunting load, he should run u dry 
swab through the barrel to remove the 
grease so it .won’t foul the powder. 

Some of my -muzzl.eloadcr friends use 
lighter fluid on these swabs to really dry 
out the barrel.

Smaller muzzicloader perfect for small game

VANDERBILT, Mich. — This obvi- 
ously was not going to be easy. The only 
hope was to find a squirrel dumber than 
me, and that was proving difficult. 

Three limes on this sunny afternoon I 
crept toward a tree where an unsuspect- 
ing squirrel was going about its business, 
. but each time 1 was spotted before I got 
within 50 yards. 

Normally I consider 75-iOO yards to be 
squirrel-hunting distance with my scoped 
—5? Magnum. But on diis day I was carry-

ing a .32 caliber CVA black powder rifle 
with iron sights, and after firing 25 prac- 
tice rounds. 50 yards was about my maxi- 
mum confidence level. 

More than 100,000 Michiganders own 
black powder rifles — mostly .50-.54 cal- 
iber models, guns that arc far too big for 
small game. Hunters thinking about buy- 
ing a vannini rifle should consider a .32 
or .36 muzzle-loader. 

I like black powdor shooting. 1 enjoy 
experimenting with powder loads and 


bullets in the never-ending search for ac- 
curacy. Last year I hunted rabbits with a 
.4S-caIiber percussion gun. but it did too 
much damage to the meal. 

When 1 saw CVA had a new .32-cal- 
iber varmint rific, 1 decided to give it a 
try. It has proved to be a great way to put • 
the challenge and fun back into small 
game hunting. 

First, everything is so small, you can 
carry all you need in a pockcl. The .32- 
caliber balls I’ve been shooting weigh a 
third as much or less than the boll and

GREAT FALLS, M6nt. — The western 
Montana wolf population is growing at a 
rate of about 20 percent a year and the an- 
imal could be on its way ofT the endan- 
gered species list by the end of the centu- 
ry, a woif rcscarchcryiays. 

“The future looks really promising for 
wolf recovery in our area,” Joe Fontaine, 
leader of the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice's wolf recovery project in Montana, 
said Monday. 

Wolf sightings in western Montana 
have risen 95 percent since .1989, accord- 
ing to a report issued by the federal agen- 
cy. Montana had the greatest amount of 
activity in the northern Rockies last year 
with 370 wolf sightings, while Idaho had 
127 sightings and Wyolnirig 91.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Bringing wolves and 
grizzly bears back to areas where they have van- 
ished is necessary to show that taltcrcd forest 
ecosystems can be restored, the head of the Fish 
and Wildlife Service says. 

Mollic Beattie, the new director of the agency, 
also expressed confidence that grizzlies could be 
reintroduced in the north Cascade Mountains of 
central Wuhington state without risk to hikers and 
campers. 

"In every situation, making room for these 
species again is hard," Beattie said. 

“Biifwe'vc bccn dcaling in Yellowstone and the 
Northern Rockies for a long time in terms of mini- 
mizing human-bear interaction, so everybody has a 
place to be and nobody — neither the bears nor the 
humiihs — arc surpris^ by the other,” she said. 

‘‘We’ve got B long history of being able to do 
that. I’m quite certain if there is support in northern 
Washington, wc can work it out,” she said in a 
meeting Iasi week witli the Regional RqMrtcrs As- 
sociation.

"Wc will exert nil our efibrt to protect the ranch- 
ers and farmers in that area because their concerns 
arc legitimate, but there ore great values and a great 
public interest in restoring an entire ecosystem out 
there.”

Caps should be fired through Ihc 
nipple prior to lo.ading to make sure 
tlic flash hole is open. 

Under the wet conditions wc en- 
countered on our trip, wc placed a 
rubber or light tape over the end of 
the barrel to prevent moisture from 
running down into the powder. 

The gun can be fired safely with 
this covering as long as it doesn’t 
obstruct down and into Ihc barrel. 

All the members in my party u.scd 
the layer method to dress for the 
changing weather conditions. These 
consisted of light synthetic under- 
wear, followed by a mcdium-rwcighl 
wool shirt, wool pants and wool out- 
er coats. 

Our footgear was rubber-bot- 
tomed packs with leather tops. 

Wc all carried backpacks with 
survival gear and field-dressing 
equipment. ■ 

Good topographic maps of the 
area helped to locate our hunting 
spots and compasses were used to 
maintain direction. 

Even with this preparation, wc got 
turned around frequently in thc,_ 
heavy timber. 

The muzzlcloadcr hunter in south 
central Idaho is limited in the num- 
ber of hunts available with only a 
small area for deer hunting in unit 
45 and one controlled antelope hunt 
in unit 47. 


And as ! sat there admiring its 
glossy pell, I felt far more satisfac- 
tion ihaa I’ve known for a long time 
from hunting with modern rifles. 
The Brunswick slew this squirrel 
went into was going to’ taste espe- 
cially good. 

If you like small game hunting 
with a .22, you’ll probably like 
hunting with a muzzle-loader even 
more. First, you only have one shot, 
so you’ll become far choosier about 
when you take it. And because 50 
yards is an honest range for these 
guns when 1- or 2-inch accurac>[ is 
required, you’ll do os much stalking 
as on a western elk hum. 

One thing I have learned is the 
importance of sighting-in the small- 
er gun for each powder charge. With 
a .50 caliber, for example, 1 shoot 60 
grains of black powder on targets 
and 70 as a hunting load. Tlic differ- 
ence between them is small, a cou- 
ple bf inches at 75 yards. Ifl change 
from a 60-grain charge to 70, 1 just 
aim an inch lower. 

But with the .32, the difference 
between a 30-grain target load and 
40 grain hunting load is 3-4 inches 
at 50 yards. Rather than re-sight 
each lime 1 change loads, I settled 
on a 40-groin load for all shooting. 

1 already had the accessories for 
bigger black powder guns, so Ihc 
only purchase I had to make to 


Elk hunting is even worse with 
only units 8A, lOA, 14 and 16 open 
for general elk muzzlcloadcr hunts. 
Tlicse are all in north Idaho and re- 
quire a day’s drive to access them.

Fishery experts are literally 
taking a deeper look at the 
problem of declining salmon 
runs. 

In . a survey of irrigation 
— pump-stations-Blong-the-Snake — 
and Columbia rivers, scuba 
divers are inspecting, water in* 
take pipes at about 400 loco* 
tions to determine if proper 
screens are in place to protect 
young salmon. 

Last year, an unscreened 
pump in eastern Oregon 
sucked in and killed 4d, 000 ju- 
venile salmon as they migrated 
downstream. 

To date, divers have inspect- 
ed 80 irrigation sites on the 
Washington shore of the lower 
Columbia and Snake. Of 
those, only 29 percent were in 
compliance with state screen- 
ing regulations that require a 
water withdrawal pipe have a 
screen with holes one-cighth- 
inch wide or smaller. 

Many of the pipes had 
screens in place but failed to 
meet code because of damaged 
' or wide mesh. 

Washington Dept, of Fish- 
eries engineer Ken Bates said 
he is hopeful the problems can 
be c orrecte d quickly. 

“Manj^irrigaiors have al- 
ready contacted us, saying 
they ore eager to do whatever 
work is needed to get into 
compliance,’’ he said.

Pesticide-devastated river revives

SAN JOSE, Calif. — Northern 
California’s Upper Sacramento Riv- 
er, devastated in the summer of 1991 
-bya Southern PacificKailroad chem- 
ical spill that wiped out aquatic life, 
will be reopened to fishing next 
spring. 

State biologists reported a resur- 
gence in the trout population and the 
California Fish and Game Commis- 
sion decided last week to allow 
catch-and-releasc fishing for wild 
trout when next year’s season opens 
in April. 

The commission was less clear on 
whether to plant hatchery trout in the 


Upper Sacramento, ruling only that 
anglers could keep up to five hatch- 
ery. trout caught in the river. The 
hatchery trout would 6c clearly 
,markcd,by havinga fin clipped off. 

However, Department of Fish arid 
Game (DFG) biologists have .urged 
that no butchery trout be stocked in 
the Upper Sacramento and any stock- 
ing of the river would be up to the 
DFG, which has no plans to do it at 
this lime. • - ^ , 

The wild irout-hatchciy trout con- 
troversy has continued almost since 
the July 14, 1991, spill. A number of

England - where fishing is revered, expensive

TWYFORD, England — If you like the lore 
and tradition of angling, it’s hard to beat trout 
filing on a classic English chalk stream. 

Suuiding on the manicured grass bordering the 
little, clear stream, watching a brown trout ignore 
my floating mayfly imiuition, I wondered if Izaok 
..Walton might ^ve encountered similar difficul- 
ties with th& trout’s ancestors. 

Walton, who fished these waters more than 
three centuries ago, wrote perhaps the most fa- 
mous fishing lx)ok ever, “The Complcat Angler." 
The landmark work, which has been reprinted 
hundreds of times since it first append in 1653, 
! contains practical fishing information, but it is 
better known os a celebration Of the sport. 

The fishing has changed dramatically on the 
River itchen and the River Test, where Walton 
used to roam with his fly rod. 'nicrc arc a few 
wild brown trout, but most of the fish in the 
streams are hatchety-raised. Fishing access is 
tightly restricted because almost all the land the 
streams meander tluough is privately owned. As 
a result, the cost of fishing is high. 

An angler con lease a section of a stream — o 
local pub owner quoted a price of $4,500 per rod 


(angler) for up to five rods for the six-month 
trout season — or pay by the day^ 

The Rod Box. a fishing and huhting establish- 
ment on the outskirts of Winchester in southern 
England, manages several sections of prime trout 
streams for landowners. Among other things. 
The Rod Box keeps the pass mowed, stocks fish 
and collects the daily fishing fee. 

The cost to fish Segar’s Beat, a carrier stream 
off the Itchen — earners were created to.provide 
water to livestock — is about $ 1 00 a day per rod. 
Up to three anglers arc allowed to fish a mile- 
long section of die carrier. 

The logbook for the season indicated that few 
anglers caught more than a couWc^pfiirout a day. 
Although anglers arc cncouragcolo'/cicasc their 
catch, most keep the brace of trout they’re al- 
lo\v^. One theory is that at these prices, anglers 
are going to keep whatever they can. Besides, 
trout ore delicious. 

For those who can’t afford to pay to fish, there 
is B public section of the Itchen that runs through 
the center of Winchester. The fishing is so-so and 
the fishing pressure is heavy. 

There’s also coarse fishing on lakes and ponds. 
Anything other than trout, salmon or grayling is 
considered a coarse or non-game species: carp. 


^rch and pike, among other fish. Pike, in fact, 
arc considered vermin because they eat trout. 
They are fished for and killed yeor-'round in trout 
streams. 

Compare that with Segar’s Beal, which I had 
to myself: Swans glided silently on the stream. 
Cows grazed contentedly in an adjacent lush, 
green pasture. A rooster pheasant cackled in tlie 
woo^ along the far bonk. And several wary trout 
hovered over the grassy stream bottom. 

No wonder Richard Webb, the proprietor of 
The Rod Box, has plenty of anglers who arc 
more than willing to pay for one of The Rod 
Box’s well-maintained beats. “In May and June 
we’re solidly booked" Webb said. 

All the fishing is done with fly rods, mostly 
or 9-foot ro^ for S-weight line. For the first 
part of the trout season, only dry flies arc al- 
lowed. Fishing dry flics, which float, is the most 
challenging way to catch a trout. Afier July, 
nymphs, which represent the oquatic stage of on 
insect’s life and ore more readily eaten by trout, 
con be used. 

All fishing must be done upstream, which re- 
quires precise casting so os not to spook a fish. 
Drilling a fly downstream to a trout is considered 
iin<p<^fting; you may OS well fish with dynamite. 


Ancient fish looks for love with survival on the line 


CHICAGO (AP) — Mature indi- 
vidual seeks female — or maybe 
male — companion for swimming, 
romance, spawning. 

Sixty-something, twenty-two 
pounds, 42 inches long, mottled 
gray-green — rare Australian lung- 
fish hoping to avoid extinction. Hon- 
eymoon possiblities in muddy, 14-. 
foot recreation of Australia's Bris- 
bwo River. 

Officials at Chicago's Shedd 
Aquarium hope to inspire romance in 
the lungfisb despite its homelv looks 
and advanced age. They also nope to 


find out whether it's male or female. 

Scientists are using mirrors, spe- 
cial lighting, cold water and up to 
five oAer lungfish to try to get ^eir 
rare catch in the mood. They also put 
it in a new tank Thursday, one that 
meticulously recreates Ihe lungfish’s 
habitat in the Brisbane River. 

- If successful in breeding the fish 

— a living fossil that breathes with a 
lung and has not evolved in 100 mil- 
lion years — the aquarium will be 
the first in the world to do so. There 
arc only 19 of the endangered fish in 
the United Stales. 


“It will be an event when zoolo- 
gists get lungfish to spawn in this 
country,’’ said James W. Atz, curator 
emeritus at the American Museum of 
Natural History in New York. 

Lungfish, which can obtain oxygen 
from the atmosphere, arc found in 
Australia, Africa and Soulh.America. 
The African and South American 
variants arc more highly evolved, 
with two lungs and the ability to lie 
dormant when drought dries up their 
streams. 

The fish arc critical to rcs^hers 
because they provide insight into the

evolutionary period when the first 
amphibians crawled ashore and be- 
gan evolving into land creatures. 

“If you are interested in getting at 
the root of things, you look at fish- 
es,” said John Wourms, a Clemson 
UniversiV zoologist who specializes 
in cvolutronarydevelopment. 

Scientists don’t know exactly what 
switches on the lungfish’s mating 
drive. Researchers have noticed that 
females tend to ovulate during the 
springtime, perhaps due to cool 
spring rains washing into the river 
and lowering the alkaline content.

“Lord, it was like a cirous,"- 
said Riverton animal-control offi- 
cer Bill Arnold, who plugged the 


onimal with a tranquilizer dart af- 
ter it crawled into a window well 
to hide.

He said the animal, about 2 
years old, was probably loo 
young to knowj. better than to ven- 
ture out of Its wild Oquirrh 
Mountains habitat into subi^ia.
